SANE OR INSANE? 


Henry A. Miller on Trial at Toledo and 
Fort Wayne People are Proving 
Him Irresponsible, 


[Toledo Bee.] 


The criminal court was well filled this 
morning at the legal inquiry into the 
sanity of Henry A. Miller, charged with 
the murder of Albeit Painter, at the 
Hotel Windsor, last December. 
Miller 
is poorly dressed and has a vacant and 
hang-dog look about him. 
He sits per- 
fectly still and seems to pay no attention 
to what is going on around him. His 
hair is growing thin and he looks un 
kept in all ways. 


After the jury had been sworn, James 
Hueston, for the prisoner, said he in- 
tended to prove that Miller was a quiet, 
affable gentleman until he became 
victim of strong drink. Then other bad 
habits followed and upon several occa- 
sions he had severe attacks of delirium 
tremens from which his brain was weak- 
ened. 
He also coiitracted a lingering 
disease which fastened itself npon him 
and this also had a tendency to destroy 
his brain. 


For two weeks before the unfortunate 
affair occurred he had acted strangely, 
and upon the day it occurred he was 
mad. Since his incarceration he has 
had no communication with his fellow 
prisoners, passing his time pacing up 
and down the narrow precincts of his 
prison, perfectly indifferent to his sur- 
roundings. 
He should be sent to an 
asylum where his diseased body and 
mind can be treated. 


Prosecutor Southard, in reply, out- 
lined the evidence the state would in- 
troduce. 
He said the inquiry was not 
to determine his condition of mmd at the 
time of the murder, but what it is now, 
and that the burden of proof was on the 
prisoner and the state would answer it as 
it came up. 


The affidavit of Dr. A. T. Buchman, 
of Fort Wayne, physician of Miller's, 
was then read. He was first called on 
the defendant in 1877. 
He treated him 
for disease. 
Miller developed strange 
fancies, imagining he was pursued by an 
enemy, borrowing small sums of money 
of witness, which he returned in a few 
bours. 
He thought he could sleep 
whil? walking, and that some one was 
trying to rob him of a fortune. The 
witness would not hesitate to say that 
Miller was insane for several years be- 
fore he came to Toledo. 


The next wituess was Judge Henry 
L. Lorenz. 
He said he first met the 
prisoner last September or October, 
when he came to his office to get him to 
collect a claim against Al. Painter. He 
came almost every day. He had many 
peculiarities, in fact so many that it was 
almost impossible to do any business for 
him. 
His statement of his claim varied 
from $100 to $1,400. 
The witness used 
to think he was drunk, but finally con- 
cluded he was a crank. 


Dr. Bidenour, of Massillon, was called 
as an expert and as a physician who had 
attended Miller. 
He testified that he 
had attended Miller at Massillon, who 
drew a revolver on him at one time and 
tried to kill him. Alcohol weakened the 
brain and that produced irritionality. 
]Ie believed Miller was insane. 
He was 
then given a hypothetical case and said 
without seeing the man he should say he 
was insane. 


AFTEBNOON SESSION. 


Charles Hartz, testified to the acts of 
Miller in the Pacific saloon, where he 
carried on in a very peculiar manner, 
going by fits and jerks, and acting 
cranky. 


James Nolan was called on to tell of 
Miller's actions at or near the time of the 
shooting. 
Miller had frightened the wit- 
ness several times by his strange actions. 
At one time Miller had acted so that wit- 
ness had remarked he ought to be taken 
care of at the asylum. 


Herman Trevlman: 
Lived in Fort 
Wayne, had known Miller ten years. 
Miller was a quiet man when witness 
first knew him, but later h ^ taken to 
drink and had the tremens. 


THB GBIME.

Judge W. A. Woods convened the 
United States district court yesterday 
afternoon and dismissed the restrictions 
against Joseph Wetsell, against whom 
there was a charge of violating the pos- 
tal laws.
